Among the witnesses to testify this 
morning were W. E. Ba rnum, county 
coroner; Fra nklin Wa goner, a brother 
<*f itdi decea sed; ehildren of the de- 
i-ea sed, a nd the widow. 
The ca use of the dea th wa s given 
a s dila tion of the hea rt, but a ccord­ 
ing to tlie dea th cortili -a te pla ced on 
tile, tho coroner did not conduct a n 
a utopsy, a nd if the gra nd jury ha s 
■« a use for the belief of foul pla y, they 
ma y order his body exhumed, a nd the 
content" of hi" stoma ch a na lyzed. 
Ii i" exeoted tha t the gra nd jury 
would ma ke a report of their findings 
’a te toda v.
